Scowen likes Ryan’s chæiges; 
Milner prefers the PQ option

Reed Scowen, Liberal MNA 
for NDG, supported Claude 
Ryan’s proposed constitutional 
changes In a debate against 
Committee of Anglophones for 
Sovereignty-Association Pres- 
ident Henry Milner held at 
McGill Friday. 

The debate, sponsored by the 
McGill Referendum Committee 
and the Political Science 
Students’ Association, at- 
tracted some 100 students. 

Scowen said the scope and 
complexity of the Liberal 
proposals have exposed the 
weaknesses of the Parti 
Québécois proposals. He 
raised numerous questions 
about matters he felt have been 
Ignored by the PQ and 
challenged Milner to answer 
them. He told the audience the 
PQ proposals were couched In 
"general and contradictory 
terms." 

Milner responded that the 
proposed referendum left 
"practically nothing un- 
certain." He criticized the 
Trudeau approach of promoting 
bilingualism across the 
country, saying "noble visions 
do not always have noble 
results" and reiterated his 
belief that Canada was fun- 
damentally two nations. 

In a rebuttal, Scowen 
questioned the two nation 
approach saying the two 
nations were “dispersed." He 
also said Milner had "accused 
the English of lying" by saying 
they would, on the one hand. 



endorse tbe Liberal ^proposals 
tacitly by rejecting the 
referendum question, and then 
turn around and reject the 
Liberal proposals. 

Scowen said Canadians have 
shown a "tremendous desire" 
to stay united. 

Milner responded that 
Canada’s "search for identity 
was inhibited by the presence 
of Quebec.'"’ -He also 



‘questioned whether or not the 
provinces would accept the 
Liberal proposals. 

In the question period that 
followed, it was suggested by a 
member of the audience that 
the two proposals were, by 
nature, incomparable. A native 
student complained that 
Quebec’s Indians were being 
ignored by both sides. 



Quebec takes sfteps to

John Dean has come and 
gone but not without leaving 
hard feelings among some 
McGill students and organiza- 
tions. 

Dean’s January 17th speech 
at McGill, though heralded as 
his “first speech In the ’80s" 
and titled "Unfinished Testi- 
mony - The Watergate Affair," 
seems to have left the “Water- 
gate Affair" still unfinished, as 
Dean made no new revelations 
about Watergate and the char- 
acters involved. 

Dean spoke disappointedly 
in vague terms when it came 
to his own involvement in 
Watergate crimes. "1 don’t 
know where J crossed that line 
of criminal activity. I know t 
crossed it, but I don’t know 
where." Dean seemed to bel- 
ieve himself a victim of the 
forces of Nixon’s administra- 
tion. 

“I was told from the beginn- 
ing that if I didn’t do It, 
someone else would,” said 
Dean. 

Even Peter MacArthur, the. 
interim speakers’ committee 
chairperson of the Debating < 
Union and organizer of the 
event, said he was “a little 
disappointed’’ with the 
speech. 

“He relied more on his book 
Blind Ambition than I thought 
he would,” said MacArthur. “I 
was hoping he might put some 
new light on Watergate but he 
seemed to use the book as a 
crutch." 

The Debating Union feels 
they have a right to be critical 
as the Dean speech has cost 
them an estimated $3,500 
Including .Dean’s fee of $2,000 
U.S. dollars plus expenses 
such as security. With $1,200 
gate revenue plus $300 from 
the McGill Program Board and 
$200 from, the Education Un- 
dergraduate Society,- the De- 
bating Union is still left 'With 
an $1,800 debt which will have 
to be covered by their $3,000 
speakers' budget. 

Finding other sponsors was 
also a problem for the Debat- 
ing Union. Though some or- 
ganizations such as the Wo- 
men's Union were Just not 



Interested In the subject, 
other groups such as the 
Management Undergraduate 
Society refused on ethical 
grounds. 

‘We can’t afford to throw 
away oür money on an old 
crook," said MUS president 
Graham Waters. 

This prompted the Debating 
Union to accuse the groups 
not sponsoring the event of 
. “irresponsibly making value 
Judgments on behalf of the 
students." Women’s Union 
president Moly Kane respond- 
ed: "Our mandate is not to 
bring In big controversial 
speakers, but those who fo- 
cus on women’s Issues." 

The one organization that 
did agree to co-sponsor Dean 
was the Education Undergrad- 
uate Society. President Mary 
SalemI felt that it “would be 
good for Canadian students .to 
be exposed to Watergate," 
and said she was “surprised 
at the reaction of some of the 
other organizations." 

When questioned by the 
•audience about the ethics of 
making a living off criminal 
activity. Dean, who spent four 
months in prison for obstruc- 
tion of Justice and is now 
working on anbtherbook,. said 
he “tries not to abuse the 
situation.” 

Said Dean; “1 guarantee you 
I wouldn’t accept any amount 
of money for what I went 
through. I had 1,000 Job offers 
when I left prison, and if I 
wanted megabucks I would 
have done It, but I think it's 
more Important to keep the 
Issue of Watergate alive as a 
reminder." 

Asked If the Debating Union 
would do it all again, MacAr- 
thur answered a qualified yes. 

“The cost was a bit steep, 
but It’s Justified If the demand 
Is there. We should have 
charged more per ticket,” said 
MacArthur, pointing out that 
the 600 tickets at $2.00 sold 
out within a matter of hours. 

MacArthur added, though, 
that Dean was worth the 
money because he “brought 
history to life. You could feel 
the audience sense It," said 
MacArthur.

McGill's loss. Dean's gain 

John Dean raised a number of interesting points in his 
speech last week. He .did not reveal any new information 
about the Watergate affairrbut this deficiency was more 
than made up for by his polished, easygoing style. On the 
whole, he gave an acceptable, albeit unoriginal performance. 

He should have. He received $2,000 plus expenses to take 
part In an affair which barely lasted two hours. 

In other words, John Dean was paid approximately $16.70 
per minute to recite information already available In his 1976 
book. Blind Ambition. ^ 

Was he worth this this exhorbitant chunk of money? More 
precisely, how can a club funded by a financially struggling 
Students’ Society afford to pay over $2,000 to a convicted 
felon six years after he faded from the American political - 
scene. 

The question is not simply a moral one. The Debating 
Union, which sponsored the events, said, "Anyone repelled 
by the Idea of giving their money to a criminal could have just 
as easily stayed home last Thursday." 

Similarly, jiobody Is forcing us to buy his books or see his 
movies (or Colson’s, or Nixon’s, etc.). 

Unfortunately, this argument has a major flaw. The Dean 
affair was projected to lose money. Approximately 600 
tickets at $2.00 apiece were sold for Dean’s speech. He 
wasn't on a speaking tour, so the Debating Union had to pay 
$547 for a first-class airplane ticket from Los Angeles. (It also 
paid $132 for his suite at the Hotel Bonaventure). 

In short, the event was projected to lose at least $1,400 of 
student money. Every student paid for John Dean's speech 
whether he wanted to or not. If the event had been run on a 
breakeven basis, the Debating Union would be .above . 
criticism. Unfortunately, its narrow-minded actions have 
cost the students of this university approximately $1,800
